HANDSOME GIRL OF BUT 2K 
Mrs. Rogers'* present condition indi- 


cates that there will be no scene-when 
the fatal moment comes. She is with her 
spiritual adviser, Rev. II. H. Fuller, fre- 
quently during the Itwt days and will un- 
doubtedly be equal to the terrible or- 
deal. About forty persons will probimly 
witness tho hanging, among them Rev. 
Mr. Fuller. 


This girl, now only 21 years old, pro- 


nounced by the prison officials to be the 
handsomest and brightest woman who 
lias ever been inside their walls, is the 
first person to be put to death in Ver- 
mont in over a decade, and tho first wo- 
man to bo executed in the old Green 
Mountain state since the early part of 
the last century. 


Tho murder was committed the night 


of Aug. 13, 1902- The motive was Mrs. 
Rogers' passion for a man who, as long 
ns she was married, remained indifferent 
to her. His name is Morris Knapp and 
lie was a member of the Bennington mi- 
litia when he first met the woman.

URGED THE HORSES. . 


The driver urged his horses ahead and 


the sleigh passed over the tracks in safe-. 
ty. The women in the first sleigh then 
attempted to'warn those in the one fol- 
lowing of the danger, and thed did suc- 
ceed in directing their attention to the 
rapidly approaching train. The driver 
pulled up his horses quickly, but it was 


expected to be introduced simultaneous- 
ly in both houses of the legislature early 
next week.

THE DRIVER'S STORY.

GRADUATED INCOME TAX.

MUST BE PASSED TWICE.

"oes through both houses and is pub- 
fished the length of time a year and n 
half hence, it will then come up for re- 
adoption at the next legislature, and if 
favorable action is then taken it will go 
to the people for their approval. If the 
people approve it, the succeeding legisla- 
ture will then have power to impose such 
an income tax as shall conform to the 
constitutional requirement of uniformi- 
ty in taxation.

TRUST. 


Chicago News: The United States su- 


preme court's unanimous decision in Ihe 
beef trust injunction proceedings is an 
emphatic and sweeping confirmation of 
the position taken by tho government, 
Thc justice™ fully uphold the opinion ex- 
pressed by Attorney General Moody in 
his recent argument before tlie court. In 
so doing they place upon Ihe anti-trust 
law a construction which 
mntcrinllj 


strengthens mid broadens it nnd 'should 
go fnr to increase its usefulness.

their bsence did not cause any anxiety 
or comment, for some time. The remov-. 
al by wagon of a large packing box at 
mignight about Christmas time was af- 
terward thought of, and the fact led to 
thc suspicion that it contained thc dead 
bodies of Mrs. Conner and her daughter. 


BONES FOUND IN CELLAR. 


In part, this may have been true, but, 


in digging about the basement beneath 
thc building July 25th, the police turned 
up several bones that were found, ar- 
ranged as in life embedded in quicklme, 
that physicians pronounced to be thc 
bones of a female child eight! or ten 
years old. There was no skull found;

POWER TO FIX ALL RATES. 


The commission has the power to clas- 


sify and subdivide all freight and to fix 
a rate for each classification and divis 
ion and thc classification shall be the 
same for all railroads. The commission 
has also the power to fix different rates 
for different railroads and for different 
lines under the same management, to fix 
rates for joint lines, and to adopt a pro 
r'ata schedule or to make partial or spec- 
ial classifications. 
The commission has 


the power, when necessary, to amend or 
abolish any classification or rnte estab- 
lished by it. 


Ten days' notice is given to thc rail- 


way company of thc time and place when 
rates will be fixed, and the company is 
entitled to a hearing. 


THE RIGHT OF APPEAL. 


-lit of appeal from the decision 


is given, but jurisdiction to try thc ap- 
peal is limited to the connty wherein is 
located the state capitol, and to the ap- 
pellate court. The law further provides 
that "in all trials under the foregoing. 
article the burden of proof shall -rest 
upon the plaintiff." 
. The commission bas the power to adopt 
rules of procedure, to examine witnesses, 
investigate books and records, and, in 
fact, has most sweeping powers of exami- 
nation as to the business and fiscal affairs 
of the companies. It. has the power to 
investigate the matter of interstate rates 
and to ascertain, if these rates are in vio- 
lation of the interstate commerce laws, 
and in all- ways to co-operate with the 
interstate commerce commisBion. 


The law defines and prohibits discrimi- 


nations, rebates, drawbacks, or any de-. 
vices calculated to permit 
discrimina- 


tionR, and prescribes penalties for the 
delay in transporting shipments. It per- 
mits the carriage, storage, and handling 
of freight free or at a reduced rate for 
tho state or for any city, county, or the 
government, or for charitable purposes, 
to and from 
fairs and expositions. 


Penalties are provided from $125 to S5,- 
000 for violations. 


MOST RADICAL IN STATES. 


The Texas law is considered to be thc 


most radical in its provisions of any of 
the laws existing in thc different states, 
and it is thought improbable that all of 
the provisions will be incorporated in the 
Wisconsin bill. As near as can be ascer- 
tained thc purpose is to use the Texas 
law as a framework to build upon, and to 
substantiate the claim that in its opera- 
tion it has been of value and benefit to 
shippers of that state.

STAND BY THK PRESIDENT. 


There is evidence of a disposition on 


the part of several members of congress 
to place the president in n, rather cmb.ir- 
i-tosing position. It is of no use for any 
member of the house or senate to prc 
suinc for a, minute they arc stronger witl 
their constituents than is the president 
for they are not. Again it should be re 
inembered the president is not at all pro 
siiming and certainly is in no wise inter 
fering with any member's prerogative, no- 
is he making the mistake of denouncing 
any citizen or any member either oi thr 
senate or of the house, who does no- 
agree with him. President Kooscvelt is 
strong, is immensely popular, because lie 
i, strong himself, because be is so able, 
and because he is judicious and careful 
of observing every propriety and in re- 
specting the rights of others. This is the 
secret of his great strength und the elec- 
tion in November absolutely demonstrat- 
ed the truth that the president possesses 
far more influence in every congressional 
district than do the members themselves. 
Else what did those overwhelming plural- 
ities mean in every state carried for him, 
where the suffrage was free -as in the nor- 
thern states.
